And as we have hitherto dono, we shall contend 
more flereely for liberty than for life" * 

With this, the tired monk was dismissed to deep off 
the offeots of his journcy and of the protracted discussion, 
being warmly recommended to the captain of the citadel, 
by em he was treated with every possible consi« 

ion. 

Sovoral days of private discussion ensued botwoon 
Neyen ond tho leading personages of the republia ‘Tho 
emisary was looked npon with great distrust All 
schemes of substantial nexo 1 wer regarded by 
the public as visions, while the monk on his part felt tho 
ied cf 1 his tact and temper to wind his way out of 
the labyrinth into which he felt that he had perhaps too 
heedlossly entered. A false movement on his part 
would involve himself and his masters i 
muze of enepicion, and muke o pacific result 

At lengih, it having been ogreed to refer the matter 
to the States-Geoneral, Recorder Aerssens waited upon 
Noyen to demand his crodentials for negotiation, He 
replied that he had been forbidden to deliver his papers, 
‘but that he was willing to exhibit them to the States- 
General. 

He camo accordingly to that assombly, and was ro- 

fully received. All the dopnties rose, and he was 
pce in a sent near tho presiding officer, Olden- 
Bamereld then in a few words told him why he had 
bean aummoned. ‘The monk begged that a want of.

‘Tho monk answered that he 
‘was not informed of the fact, bat that he considered it 
highly probable.* 

John Neyen then departed for Brussels with the form 
prescribed by theStatos-Gencral in hia pocket, Nothing 
could exoced the indignation with which the royalists 
and Catholics at the court of the archdukes were inspired:

‘Thus blustered the priests and the parasites surrennd- 
ing tho archduke, nor need their sentiments amaze us 
Conld those honest priests and parasites have over 
dreamed, before the birth of thix upstart republic, that 
morchants, manufacturers, and farmers, mechanics and 
advooates—the People in short—should prosmme to 
meddle with affairs of stato? Thoir vocation had been 
long ago prescribed —to dig and to draw, to brew and to 
bake, to bear buntons in peace and to fill bloody graves 
in war—what better lot could they desire? Meantime 
their superiors, especially endowed with wiedom by the 
Omnipotent, would direct trade and commerce, conduct 
war ani diplomacy, make treaties, impose taxes, fill their 
‘own pockots, and govern tho universe. Was not thix 
Teaxonnble and according to the elemental laws? If the 
beasts of the ficld had been suddenly gifted with speech, 
and had constituted themselves into a free eommon- 
wealth for the management of public affnirs, they would 
hardly havo caused more profound astonikhmont at 
Brassels and Madrid than Toa been excited by the 
proceedings of the rebellious Dutchmen, 

Yet it surely might have been suggested, when the 
Jamont of the courtiors over tho abjectnoss of the Pooplo 
in adversity was so cmphatic, that Dorp aud Van Loon, 
Berendrecht and Gicsclles, with the men under their 
command, who had disputed every inch of Little Troy 
for throo years and three months, and had covered thors 
fatal cands with a hundred thousand corpses, had not been 
giving of late such evidence of the People’s cowardice 
in reverses us theory required. ‘The siege-of Ostend bad 
hoon finished only three years beforo, and it ie strange 
that its lessons should #0 soon have been forgotten. 

It was thovght best, however, to dissemble. Diplo 
macy in thoso days—certainly tho diplomacy of Spain 
and Romo—mcant simply dissimulation. Moreover, that 
solid apothogm, Aarelicis non sereamda fides. the moat 
serviceable anchor ever forged for trae believers, was 
always ready to be thrown out, should storm or quick- 
sand threaten, during tho intricate voyage to be now 


undertaken. 
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John Neyen goon returned to the Hague, having per= 
sunded bis masters that it was best to affect fiance 
with the preliminary demand rg the ate ng tho 
dizcnssions in regard to it would not be dangerous 
to treat with the rebel provinces as with freo states, 
over which the archdukes pretended to no amhority, 

so it was secretly unzned—this was to be un: 
derstood with a sunt of similitude, “ We will negotiate 
with them aa if they were free” said the grey-friar to the 
archduke aud his counsellors, “ but not with the sigaifi- 
cation of true and legitimate liberty. ‘They have 2aid 
down in their formula that we are to i to wo 
authority over them. Very well, For the tine bein, 
we will pretend that we do not pretend to any 
authority. ‘To negotiate with them as if they were freo 
‘will not makothem free. It Se eee 
thoy are free, ‘heir liberty could nevor be acquit 
by their rebellion.” This is eo manifest that neither i 
King nor the archdukes can lesa any of their rights 
over the United Provinoss, even should thoy make this 
doclaration.” * 

‘Thus the hairsplitters at Bruwels—spinning a web 
that should be stout enough to entrap atte noisy, bhin+ 
dering repnilicans at the Haguo, vet so delicate as to go 
through the finest dialectical necdlo, ‘T'ime was to show 
tema subtiity or bluntnoss was the best diplomatic 
materia!

Totter was dated the 9th of October, The States took 
time to deliberate, and roturned no answer until after 
the new year? 

On the 2nd of January, 1608, they informed. the 
emperor that they could never have Uhre of his 
requiring notification as to the approaching joy. 
conferences. They hod not imagined that the 
archduke would keep them a secret from his brother, or 
the king from hie uncle-consin. Otherwise, the States 
would have sent due notice to his Majesty. They well 
semembered, they raid, the appeals mate by the pro- 
vinces to the emperor from time to time, at the imperial 
dicts, for help against the tyranny of the Spaniards, 
‘They well remembered, too, that nv belp was cver given 
them in response to those appeals. They had not fore 
gotten either the famous Cologoe negotiations for pence 
in presence of the imperial envoys, in consequence of 
which tho onetay bad carried on war against them with 
greater ferocity than before. At that epoch they had 
made use of an extreme remedy for an intolerable evil, 
and had solemnly renounced ——_ to the king. 
Since that epochs whole ion of row kind had 
passed away, and many kings and potentates bad re- 
cognised their freedom, obtained for just cause and 
maintained by tho armed hand. Aftor a longand bloody 
war, Albert and Philip had at last boon brought to 
acknowledge the provinces a8 free countries over which 
they pretended to 20 xiii as might be seen by the letters 
cof both, copies of which were forwarded to the emperor. 
Full confidence was now expressed, therefore, that the 

and all Germeny would look with favour on 
such a God-fearing trmmction, by which an end would 
‘be put to so terrible a war.”

sovereignty en the part of imporial majesty. Duly 
wathenticated by citations of investitures, indulgences,

replied to tl request of the States that he should 
go forward to mect Spinola, by saying that he would do 
so willingly if it -wers to give him battle; otherwise 
uot. Oldon-Parneveld urged upon him however that, 
as servant of the republic, ho was bound to do what the 
States commanded, as a matter involving the dignity 
of the nation. In consequence of thix remonstranco 
Maurice ooneented to go, but he went unwillingly Tho 
advancing procession of the Spanieh ambassadors was 
sleady in sight, For ond wide in whatever direction 
the eye could sweep, the white surface of the landscay 
was blackened with human beings.

‘On the very morning after the session of the assembly 
in which Jeannin had been making his groat ite 
speech, and denouncing the practice of scoret 
and incendiary publication, three remarkable letters 
were found on the doorstep of a house in the Hague. 
Ono was addronpod to the States-General, anothor to the 
States of Holland, and a third to the bu of 
Amsterdam. In all these documents, the Advocate was 
denounced as an infamous traitor, who was seoretly ine 
triguing to bring about a truce for tho purpose of 
banding over tho commonwealth to the A 
shameful death, it was added, would bo his Thing 
reward.’ 

These letters were read in the Assembly of the States. 
Gonoral, and created great wrath among tho friends of 
Bameveld. Even Maurice expressed indignation, and 
favoured a search for the anonymows author, in order 
that he might be severely punished. 

At seems strange enough that anonymone letters 
picked up in tho street should have been deemed w 
worthy theme of discussion before their High Mighti- 
nemer tho States-Generml.

which he had acquired, and to bave shot up so far 
above the heads of his equals, that ho felt dixposed to 
withdraw from a field where his presence was it 
odious.

On the morning after the anonymous letters had been 
found in the street he came into the House of Assembly 
und made a short spooch, Ho spoke snply of his thirty 
one years of sorvico, during which ho believed himself 
to have done his best for the good of the fatherland and 
for the welfare of the house of Nassau, He had been 
ready thus to go on to theend, but he saw himeelf 
environed by cnemies, and felt that his ueofulness had 
doen destroyed. He wished, therefore, in the interest of 
the country, not from any fear for himself, to withdraw 
from the storm, and for a time at least to remain in 
retirement. The displeasure and hatred of the great 
wore nothing: als sy he eaid. He had never shrunk 
from peril when he could serve his fatherland; for 
against all calamnies and all necidents he bad worn the 
armour of a quiet conscience. But he now saw that 
the truce, in itself an unpleasant affair, was made still 
more odious by the hatred felt towards him. He 
begged the provinces, therefore, to select, another sor 
vant less hated than himself to provide for the public 
welfare.”

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‘Thia document was sigued by tho ambasendors of tho 
Kings of France and Great Britain, as mediators, and 
then by the deputies of the archdukes, and afterwards

‘Thore wore thirty-cight articles in all, but tho chief 
provisions have been indicated. The other clauses, 
relating to boundaries, confiscations, lations of 
duties, frontier fortifications, the estates of the Nassau 
seen other sequestrated property, have no abiding 

terest. 

There was also a scoret and special treaty which was 
demanded of the King of Spain by the States-General, 
and by him acoorded.
